The council again avoided taking di­ 
rect league action on the Italian atti­ 
tude toward the league, but endeavor­ 
ed to avoid a compromise plan calcu­ 
lated to hasten solution of the Greco- 
Ital an crisis through the collabora­ 
tion of the league of nations and the 
council of ambassadors. 
This p'an was put forward by 'he 
Spanish member of the council, fount 
Ouinones de Ixrnn. 
It was not adopt­ 
ed, but the council agreed that the 
minutes of Thursday’s session should 
be forwarder! to the Paris body for 
its enlightenment. 
The league coun­ 
cil then adjourned.

IN STATE

Bureau of Forests Publishes a Num­ 
ber of Popular Beliefs. 


Harrisburg, 
Pa., 
Sept. 7.—Many 
superstitions relat;ng to 
trees 
still 
exist in certain sections of Pennsyl­ 
vania, J. S. Ulick, head of the re­ 
search bureau of the department of 
forests and waters, declares in an 
article on “Trees and Religion,” made 
public recently by the department. 
Mr. Blick declared 
tree 
worship 
probably one of the earnest forms of 
divine rituals, and present-day super­ 
stitions, he believes, are survival or 
outgrowth of these. 
Some of the 
beliefs in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania which he cited are: 
“Trees that do not bear well should 
he shaken or whipped on Good Fri­ 
day. 
“ Drive na:ls in trees that do not 
bear well. 
"Hang pieces of iron on trees that 
do not bear well. 
“ An apple ’tee will bear well if a 
dead lamb is hung on its branches. 
‘‘When planting a tree tram p the 
ground in the. direction of the sun.
